eral freight agent of the' Lake Shore 
and Michigan Southern railway, again

merce commission regarding 
agree- 


ment by which eastboimd traffic Is dis- 
tributed on a percentage scale under 
the direction of the Central Traffic as- 
eociation. 


He produced a paper giving the per- 


centages allowed each 
road on 
dead 


freight and on 
live stock and 
beef. 


Mr. Clark then produced a telegram 
bearing .date of February 25 last in 
which Traffic Manager .Grammar said: 
"Be sure to see that our tonnage Is re- 
duced. In order to reduce our excess 
turn over all Red line freight for Ohio 
valley to Nickel Plate." 


Mr. Clark said he gave to the Nickel 


Plate during t*he next month 334 cars, 
carrying 12,000,000 
pounds of freight.

grain which, he said, was done in pur- 
suance of published rules. A rule of 
the Central Freight association, he 
said, required .the recousignment and 
the rule was exhibited to the commis- 
sioners.

Newport News, Va., June 10.—The

tolchanging the code and rules govern- 
ing the condition and repair of freight- 
cars, in accordance with suggestions 
tiade by the committe't on arbitration. 
Those rules were considerably modi- 
fled, making 
car owners 
responsible 


for and therefore chargeable with the 
repairs of cars when away from home, 
necessitated by the ordinary wear and 
tear In fair service. 


Railroads handling cars are responsi- 


ble for damage caused by unfair usage, 
derailment, accident, or improper re- 
pairs made upon them. The nominat- 
ing committee recommended the re- 
election of the present officers.

lied by Prosecuting Attorney Cleveland. 


Mr Ryan made a plea for clemency 


on the ground that Best came from a 
respectable family of Portsmouth, that 
he had been led into the crime by fall- 
ing a victim to drink and was therefore 
less culpable. 


Judge Taft, in sentencing Best, said 


that the crime with which he was 
charged was one of the most dangerous 
offenses the government has to punish. 
It must be impresses upon those who 
handle the mails that the slightest 
deviation from the path of duty is a 
dangerous transgression. The safety of 
the mail service must be maintained. 
He expressed sympathy for the defend- 
ant, and was sorry for his family, who 
were innocent sufferers, but his duty 
under the law was plain and he felt 
obliged to impose a sentence of three 
years. 


After sentence had been passed, Best 


was permitted to go to his home, ac- 
companied by Deputy Marshal Farley, 
to say goodby to his family 
The 


scene was an affecting one.

Sharkey's style of leaving himself 


open when stepping away caused a 
good deal of comment and it was easily 
seen that Maher was in no hurry to 
mix matters, as he evidently preferred 
to size his man up. 


The. boxing was very tame for five 


rounds, neither man showing a mark. 
In the sixth round 
Sharkey, with a 


•well directed straight right on the 
mouth sent Peter sprawling half way 
through the ropes, where he struggled 
for five seconds before he regained his 
leet. As Maher was getting up, Shar- 


rushed toward him, but was called 


hack by Ohoynski, who was evidently 
afraid that the sailor might commit a 
foul. 


Ten seconds later the gong sounded 


the sixth round, and when Maher re- 
turned to his corner he spat out a lot 
of blood. 


Sharkey's friends when they saw this 


yelled, "-First blood for Sharkey," and 
there was a great deal of cheering.

soine good blows on Sharkey, sent the 
latter to the floor near the ropes, with 
a left in the wind and a right swing on 
the jaw.

Failing to Acree In Some Important 
Points ai to tUa Death of the Unfor- 
tunate Prisoner, Two Fiudlngs Are Sub- 
mitted to the State Department. 
Washington, 
June 
10.—It 
waa 


learned that -the department of state ia 
in possession of two distinct reports 
bearing upon the Ruiz case. They 
were brought to Washington by Mr. 
Fishback, the secretary to Mr. Cal- 
houn, -and handed to Assistant Secre- 
tary Day. 


One of these reports was made by 


Consul General Lee and has been fully 
set out In 'the newspapers. 


The other report, really the original, 


was a joint production, signed by Con- 
'sul General Lee and by Dr. Congosto, 
the Spanish consul at Philadelphia, 
who with General Lee, constituted a 
special commission to investigate the 
conditions surrounding the death ol 
Dr. Ruiz. In this report the two com- 
missioners went as far as they could 
together, which necessarily confined 
them to a mere statement of the facts 
that are not subject to controversy. 


Failing to agree upon, a statement ol 


the causes which led to Ruiz's death, 
the commissioners signed the docu- 
ment at this point and then by mutual 
agreement made what may be de- 
scribed as supplemental reports to 
their own governments in which they 
set out statements that they could not 
agree to include in the original report. 


The published report of General Lee 


was one of these supplemental reports 
and it is probable that the Spanish 
government 'has one Intended to con- 
trovert it made by Dr. Gongosto. With 
all of this' literature on tlie subject in 
possession of the two governments, 
the possibilities of prolonged negotia- 
tions are promising. 


After his conference with Assistant 


Bay, Mr. Calhoun decided to delay his 
departure from Washington for his 
home in Danville. This will 
afford 


time for further discussion between the 
assistant secretary and the special 
counsel concerning Cuban affairs. 


The publication of the Lee report in 


advance,of its reception at the state 
department has given much annoyance 
to .the officials and probably will be 
made the subject of quiet inquiry.
